FLOGGING GET FOUR YEARS 


Sentenced at Bartow, Fla., After New Trial 
For Kidnaping Is Denied— 
To Appeal. 


By the Associated Press. 

BARTOW, Fia., Aug. 7.—Judge 
Robert Dewell sentenced five for- 
mer Tampa policemen today to four 
years’ imprisonment for kidnaping 
Eugene F. Poulnot, one of three 
victims of a flogging at Tampa last 
November. The men were convicted 
May 25. 

The judge denied the men a new 
trial and also denied a defense mo- 
tion for a stay of judgment. 

Pat Whitaker, defense attorney, 


announced he would appeal to the 
State Supreme Court. 

The convicted men are C. A. 
Brown, John P. Bridges, J. W. Car- 
lisle, Sam E. Crosby and F. W. 
Swtizer. 

Poulnot, Sam D. Rogers and 
Joseph Shoemaker, organizers of 
unemployed persons, were seized 
outside the Tampa police station 
after they had been arrested, ques- 
tioned about alleged Communistic 
activities and released. Their cap- 
tors flogged, tarred and feathered 
them. Shoemaker died as a result 
of his injuries.

CONVICTED OF PLOT TO WRECK 
TRAIN TO KILL HER HUSBAND 


Rzineer’s Wife and Admirer Ac- 
cused of Hiring Negroes to 
+ Remove Rail Spikes. 
By the Associated Press. 

MILTON, Fla. Aug. 7.—Mrs. 
Mary Vann, 40 years old, was con- 
victed today of being “an acces- 
sory before the fact in a conspira- 
cy to commit murder” by hiring 
two Negroes to attempt to wreck 
the railroad train on which her 
60-year-old husband, L. W. Vann, 
was engineer. The offense carries 
penalties of one to 40 years. A 
six-man jury returned its verdict 
after nearly 12 hours. The defense 
announced it would appeal. 

Mrs. Vann denied State  testi- 
fony that she plotted with Earl 
Travis, 35-year-old carpenter, her 
alleged admirer, and the Negroes, 
Allen Langston and Allen Findley. 
Langston, known as a “voodoo doc- 
tor,” testified Travis watched him 
remove spikes from the rails. Tra- 
vis is awaiting trial. The prosecu- 
tion charged the Negroes were of- 
fered $500 to loosen rails on the 
Louisville & Nashville tracks. 

The Negroes ended their recent 
trial by pleading guilty. 

The prosecution charged Mrs. 
Vann and Travis planned to marry 
after collecting on a double indem- 
nity life insurance policy carried 
by Vann. Vann testified his train 
ran over buckling rails on two oc- 
casions. He defended Mrs. Vann 
against the State’s charges, but 
testified that he had changed bene- 
ficiary in the insurance policy. 


RIOTING IN MADEIRA ISLANDS: 
PORTUGAL SENDS WARSHIPS 


Several Persons Reported Killed in 
Fighting Over Enforcement 
of New Dairy Laws. 

LISBON, Portugal, Aug. 7. 
Rioting broke out last night in the 
Madeira Islands, owned by Portu- 
gal. Armed police killed and wound- 
ed several persons. 

Two warships carrying aircraft 
and a machine-gun and an infantry 
corps were ordered from Portugal 
immediately for Funchal, capital of 
the Islands. 

A Government statement, issued 
after a special Cabinet meeting, said 
these forces would arrest leaders of 
the outbreak. The rioting, the Gov- 
ernment said, was provoked by a 
mob protest against an increase in 
the price of milk and butter as the 
result of the Government's recent 
law protecting dairy farmers.

Police were looking today for 
James E. Murphy, 3867 Kennerly 
avenue, and Elmer Nesselhauf, 4016 
Garfield avenue, who served as 
election clerks in the Highth Pre- 
cinct of the Twentieth Ward in the 
registration of last June 18.

Lynch, 3727 Evans avenue, ap- 
peared before the grand jury yes- 
terday, presumably to testify in be- 
half of her son. She told reperters 
that when her son called at her 
home, he checked off as improperly 
registered eight or. nine persons 
listed from that address. 

Continuing its inquiry today, the 
grand jury called for the registra- 
tion books of the Second Precinct 
of the Second Ward, where 20 were 
registered as voters living at the 
Second Ward Democratic Club in 
the old Angelica Street Police Sta- 
tion, Ninth and Angelica streets. 

Roy Picker, manager of the club, 
was among the witnesses subpe- 
naed.

JUDGE ACQUITS 
THREE DEFENDANTS 


Others Face $2500 Fine i 
Five Years in Prison or 
Both — All Six Denied 


Accusations. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Aug. 7.—Three of six 
men charged at the first Black Le- 
gion trial with kidnaping and flog- 
ging Robert Penland, a fellow mem- 
ber, were convicted today by Judge 


Joseph A. Moynihan of false im- 
prisonment. The other three de- 
fendants were acquitted of ail 
charges. 

Thomas F. Cox, a mill hand; 
Earl Angstadt and Frederick A. 
Gulley, were convicted. Those ac- 
quitted were Charles D. King, for- 
mer village trustee of suburban 
Ecorse; Wilbur Robinson, who ad- 
mitted he was a “brigidaire-gen- 
eral” in the Black Legion, and Har- 
old Lawrence, a steel worker and 
officer of the secret society. 

The statute governing false im- 
prisonment, the reduced charge on 
which three of the men were con- 
victed, provides for a fine of $2500, 
or five years imprisonment or both. 

Men Waived July Trial. 

Judge Moynihan, who heard the 
case alone after the defendants 
waived a jury trial, held that there 
was not evidence of a kidnaping 
or flogging, but ruled that the 
three convicted men falsely impris- 
oned their fellow member, Penland, 
in taking him unwillingly to a meet- 
ing. 

Judge Moynihan indicated he 
would sentence the men later, prob- 
ably a week after receiving a pro- 
bation report on their records. 

Gulley, Co®.and— Angstadt had 
made statement# to police and the 
prosecutor’s office licating them 
in the case and ey testified for 
the State at his examination, but 
all six men denied the charges 
the trial. 

The verdict was read by Jud 
Moynihan in a filled courtroom. 
Deputies went to the three convict- 
ed men immediately and handcuffed 
them. The others were discharged. 

Finding of the Court. 

Holding that it was clearly 
shown the three convicted men 
took Penland to the Black Legion 
meeting by force, Judge Moynihan 
added: 

“Is there anything in the record 
to indicate that Lawrence, King 
and Robinson did anything to re- 
strain or falsely imprison Penland? 

“I “think the record supports a 
negative answer. Not feeling that 
upon the record the guilt of King, 
Lawrence and Robinson has been 
established beyond a reasonable 
doubt, the court finds them not 
guilty.” 

As the verdict ended, Robinson, 
Lawrence and King rushed to 
shake hands with their attorney, 
Bernard W. Cruse. The wives of 
Gulley, Angstadt and Cox ran to 
their husbands, weeping. ~ 
Perjury Committed, Judge Says. 

Judge Moynihan stated that Gul- 
ley committed perjury by repudiat- 
ing—at the trial—the testimony he 


Common Pleas Court. Prosecutor 
Duncan C. McCrea announced, how- 
ever, that in view of Gulley’s con- 
viction, he would not press a per- 
jury charge. 

In convicting the three men of a 
lesser charge, Judge Moynihan 
agreed with Chester P. O’Hara, As- 
sistant Attorney-General, who con- 
tended at the trial that the charge 
of kidnaping includes the common 
law charge of false imprisonment. 

The men were accused of forcing 
Penland to go with them to an 
open-air Black Legion meeting on 
Oct. 5, 1935, and flogging him—tied 
to a tree—for not attending meet- 
ings. All six denied the charges 
from the witness stand. 

The flogging trial started last 
Thursday a week ago. Penland, 
who prosecutors said feared Black 
Legion retaliation, testified he was 
not whipped, although he went un- 
willingly with Gulley and Cox to 
the meeting, believing there was a 
pistol at his back. 

Gulley testified at his examina- 
tion a month ago that Penland was 
lashed “perhaps a dozen times” bv

One Report of Engine Trouble. 


An account of the movements of 
the plane just before the crash, to 
the effect that Zeier was having 
engine trouble when he turned 
back, was given to the Post-Dis- 
patch today by Robert Mason, 30- 
year-old filling station attendant 
who resides in Robertson, north of 
the flying field. 

His account, at variance with the 
statements of witnesses’ inter- 
viewed yesterday as far as the 
functioning of the engines is con- 
cerned, would, if substantiated, 
give an adequate explanation of 
Zeier’s action in turning back to 
the field. 

Mason, who said he was familiar 
generally with the operation of gas 
engines through 10 years of experi- 
ence around automobiles, declared 
he distinctly heard one of Zeier’s 
engines missing as the plane swung 
back toward the field after the 
takeoff. 


Account of Mason. 


“I was standing in a truck in 
front of my house with William 
Sneides, a friend, when I saw the 
plane about three city blocks away 
from us,” Mason said. “It had been 
headed north and was just turning 
to the west, very low. I could see 
the navigation lights very plain. 

“One engine was missing, I am 
sure of it. I saw the plane head 
for a tree. 
and I saw it just get over two oth- 
er trees. Then it went out of sight 
and I heard a crash, like breaking

Hitler Holding Long Con- 
ference With Aids—Press 
Says Russia Is Fomenting 
Trouble.

BERLIN, Aug. 7. — Protests 
against the reported execution 
of four Germans by Spanish 
Leftists near Barcelona and against 
an “unprovoked” shelling of the 
German steamer Sevilla by the loy- 
al Spanish destroyer Almirante 
Valdes off the Coast of Larache, 
Spanish Morocco, have been dis- 
patched by the German Foreign Of- 
fice to Spain. 

Though a spokesman for the For- 
eign Office used the word “murder” 
in describing the alleged executions, 


he added that Germany still was 
willing to discuss with other powers 
the question of a neutrality agree- 
ment applying to Spain's civil war. 

The shelling of the German 
steamer already had been protest- 
ed against by the comander of the 
“vest pocket” battleship Deutsch- 
land in a message to the commander 
of the Spanish loyal fleet. 

Protests on the Barcelona affair 
were lodged not only at Barcelona 
but also at Madrid. The German 
Charge d’Affaires at Madrid de- 
manded indemnities. 


Account of Killings. 

The Germans were reported to 
have been stopped while they were 
riding in an automobile toward the 
French border, although they had 
the required permits. They were 
shot after a brief court-martial, it 
was reported. 

Official sources set the German 
death toll in the Spanish civil war 
at seven on the basis of preliminary 
reports reaching Berlin. 

The official news agency said 
the alleged execution of the four 
Germans took place a few miles 
outside the village of San Martin 
in Northeastern Spain. The names 
of the victims were given as Wil- 
helm Gaetji, Helmuth Hofmeister, 
Guenther Swalinusdato and A. 
Trietz. 

The other victims of German na- 

- tlonality in the civil war were listed 
as Johanna Immhof, 7 years old, 
Heinz Voss and Hans Hahner. 

The German naval command, it 
vas reported, has redistributed Nazi 
ships in Spanish waters in an ef- 
fort to extend protection to German 
nationals or to evacuate them 
promptly if necessary. 

One squadron in the northern 
group—including the cruiser Koeln 
and several torpedo boats—was as- 
signed to patrol the Austrian coast. 
The second group—including the 
battleships Deutschland and Ad- 
miral Scheer and a torpedo boat 
flotilla—were sent to the Mediter- 
ranean. : 

The Spanish civil war was the 
subject of long conferences between 
Chancellor Hitler and his subordi- 
nates. 

Nazi Press Comment. 

The Nazi press openly accused 
the Soviet Union of actively partic- 
ipating in “the Bolshevization” of 
Spain. Full page headlines an- 
nounced “Soviet volunteers are en 
route to Spain.” 

The press pictured Soviet agents 
as fomenters of such acts as the 
killing of Germans, the burning of 
churches and the violating of graves 
and nuns in Spain. 

The official Nazi organ, 
kischer Beobachter, said, “The 
infernal hatred of a nation for 
Bolshevism, which does not even 
spare children, brought death to 
these young Germans.”

LOYALISTS AGAIN 
SHELL ALGECIRAS

GIBRALTAR, Aug. 7.—The Gov- 
ernment warship Jaime I fired its 
heaviest guns against the rebel 
stronghold at Algeciras, near Gi- 
braltar, tonight in a second attack 
aimed at silencing rebel batteries 
ashore. 

The gunboats Libertad and Cer- 
vantes cruised back and forth in 
the straits serving as a rear guard 
for the Jaime. As all three vessels 
let loose salvos on the city and 
against ships in the harbor, smoke 
and flames arose from the Algeciras 
area. A rebel plane took off in an 
attempt to attack the loyal vessels 
but was driven back by anti-air- 
craft fire. 

Earlier, aFascist gunboat was set 
afire and rebel batteries were bom- 
barded by the Jaime I. 

The warship apparently was 
struck in a vital spot and was seen 
to pump water in great quantities 
from the hold, but after the ter- 
rific encounter the fighting craft 
and another Government ship dis- 
appeared to the east. 

Rightist batteries mounted at Car- 
nero Point near Tarifa and at Get- 
ares Bay near Algeciras were struck 
by Government shells. 

The gunboat Data replied to loy- 
alist guns until it caught fire and 
burned fiercely in the harbor near 
Algeciras. 

Reports reaching Gibraltar de- 
clared five persons were killed and 
20 wounded as the result of the 
Jaime’s bombardment. The British 
Consulate was among many build- 
ings damaged, and Mrs. E. G. 
Beckingsale, wife of the British 
Consul, received minor injuries. 
Quantities of cork on the wharf 
blazed under a strong wind which 
threatened to carry the fire to other 
shipping. 

Thousands of residents in Gibral- 
tar watched the fighting from 
house-tops. 

In the midst of the bombardment 
the Jaime I slowed down after com- 
ing under a heavy burst of shot 
from the shore. 

The Government warship slowed 
down suddenly after coming under 
a heavy burst of fire from the 
shore. 

The Government cruiser Libertad, 
meanwhile, continued to bombard 
Carnero Point. 

A rebel airplane suddenly ap- 
pearing on the svene rained ma- 
chine gun bullets on the Jaime os- 
tensibly without success.

Former Auto Racer Testifies. 


The first witness called at the in- 
quest was Ralph Sharp of Fairfield, 
O., who was vacationing on the 
farm of his mother, Mrs. Ben Hav- 
erkamp, a half-mile northwest of 
the scene of the crash. He was fa- 
miliar with planes and engines, he 
said, because of his residence near 
the army’s Patterson Field at Fair- 
field, and through his experience as 
a driver of midget racing automo- 
biles. 

Attracted by the roar of the 
Plane as he stood on the (front 
porch, Sharp said, he saw it bank 
sharply and head toward the field 
at a height he said was from 50 
to 150 feet. At a distance of about 
1000 yards from him, he related, the 
plane dropped from sight behind a 
knoll, crashing a moment later, the 
engine roar continuing until the 
sound of the plane hitting the 


ground, 
Sharp was uncertain as_ to 
whether both of the plane’s en- 


gines were operating but said he 
was sure that he detected no sound 
of engine trouble. After the crash 
he immediately went to Lambert- 
St. Louis Field and reported what 
he had seeh, starting on a search 
for the plane with two men who 
joined him there. 

Monoxide Theory ‘Impossible.’ 

Braun, in reply to Coroner Tier- 
non’s questions as to the possibility 
that the pilot might have been over- 
come by carbon monoxide, ex- 
plained that it would have been im- 
possible, because of the construc- 
tion of the “City of Memphis.” He 
asserted he had no idea as to the 
cause of the crash, adding that the 
plane had undergone an inspection, 
made after every 60 hours in the 
air, only eight hours before. 

Burrell Weber, Chicago & South- 
ern radio dispatcher at Lambert-

Sharp was the only eye-witness 
called by the Coroner to testify.

Louis-Chicago airway northeast of 
the field, told Post-Dispatch _re- 
porters that the “City of Memphis” 
turned off its course to the west 
just before it passed over his 
place. It was so low, he said, that 
it knocked leaves from two trees, 
but the engines seemed to be func- 
tioning perfecgly. 

Landing Light On, Boy Says. 

Albert Pugh, 14 years old, who 
lives a mile north of Knoebbe’s 
place, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
this morning that he saw the plane 
while it was making its turn back 
toward the field and that it was 
about 75 feet above the ground. 
“The engines sounded just like 
they always do when the planes 
pass here,” he said. “As the plane 
passed our place turning to the 
southwest, I am sure the pilot 
turned on a landing light. I watched 
it until it disappeared behind a 
hill and a few moments later I 
heard a big crash.” 

Young Pugh was the only witness 
thus far found who said that Zeier 
had turned on one of his landing 
lights. Sharp, who saw the plane 
up to the moment it struck the 
ground, said he was positive no 
landing light was on. 

As was told yesterday by the 
Post-Dispatch, Pilot Zeier was fully 
apprised of weather conditions 
when he took off. The 9:41 broad- 
cast of the Municipal Airport bea- 
con station, to which he had access, 
was that the ceiling was estimated 
at 1800 feet, visibility at three-quar- 
ters of a mile, with light fog. 


Takeoff Sound Airline Practice. 
While this was not an ideal fly- 
ing condition, pilots at the airport 
regarded it as sound airline prac- 
tice for Zeier to take off, since at 
Chicago, where he was headed, the 
ceiling was unlimited, and visibility 
was a mile and a half, due to 
smoke.

Normal procedure for Pilot Zeier, 
under the weather conditions ob- 
taining at the time of takeoff, 
would have been to climb up 
through the low clouds by instru- 
ment and fly “on top” guided by 
radio beacons. Under such a pro- 
cedure he would have been able to 
see the ground under him again 
somewhere between Springfield and 
Chicago, and even under the re- 
duced visibility conditions caused by 
Chicago smoke should have had no 
difficulty in finding the airport 
there. Such methods are used day 
in and day out by all airline pilots. 

Turned Back at Low Altitude. 

It is apparent from the accounts 
of witnesses, however, that before 
Zeier had reached as much as an 
altitude of 200 feet, he had decided 
to turn back. Traveling at 170 to 
180 miles an hour, he swung in a 
circle to the left and after being 
headed back to the airport, struck 
the ground, 

Under ordinary conditions, a pilot 
who had determined on such a 
course of action would immediately 
have called the St. Louis radio sta- 
tion of Chicago & Southern and in- 
formed the operator of his inten- 
tions. However, no word was heard 
from the “City of Memphis.” Zeier 
was cleared for his takeoff at 9:56 
by Dispatcher Lawrence Jewell in 
the field control tower and was 
never heard from again. 

Normally, airline pilots “work” 
their own radio station after they 
have been sent off by the field con- 
trol tower. Zeier was scheduled to 
call his station at 10:20 for the first 
time but at 10:02 the Chicago & 
Southern operator gave him a call. 
He got no answer. Further calls 
got no response and calls to the 
ground stations at Springfield and 
Peoria established that he had not 
been seen or heard passing over 
those fields. 


However, it was assumed that his 
radio transmitter might have gone 
out and no great apprehension was 
felt until he failed to arrive in Chi- 
cago shortly before midnight. By 
that time two witnesses of the 
crash had reported they had seen 
an airplane fall. It was shortly 
after 1 o’clock yesterday morning 
that a searching party led by 
George Herwig, the airport watch- 
man, found the wreckage of the 
airliner on the farm of George 
Behlman about 300 yards east of 
Howdershell road and a half mile 
north of Utz avenue. 


Zeier Often Flew “on Top.” . 


Both Zeier and his co-pilot, Rus- 
sell Mossman, held scheduled air 
transport ratings of the Bureau of 
Air Commerce, authorizing them to 
fly by instrument with passengers. 
Pilot friends of Zeier, said ‘he had 
frequently flown “on top” on his 
runs. 

Pilot James Benedict, who flew 
the “City of Memphis” to St. Louis 
from New Orleans, reported it was 
in perfect order and the log book 
of the ship, found at the crash 
scene, in which pilots note defects 
in operation, bore no entries of 
unsatisfactory conditions. However, 
had engine trouble developed after 
the takeoff, there would have been 
no time for Zeier or Mossman to 
make an entry to that effect, since 
their first efforts would have been 
to meet the situation created by 
the trouble. 


The directional radio beam at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field was 
checked yesterday by Inspector 
Rainey and was found to be 
aligned properly and in _ good 
working order.

The Ware baby, Mrs. Thomasson 

said she was informed by Jones, 
had been taken from Anna Ware at 
the Winner home to the Muench 
home on the night of Aug. 17 last 
by himself, Dr. Muench and Mrs. 
Berroyer. 
She added a detail that Jones had 
told her they had to wait about 10 
minutes outside the Muench home 
until a party of neighbors return- 
ing home had gone out of sight. 

Mrs, Thomasson also told again 
of the night in the Muench home 
last September when, she said, she 
assisted Dr. Muench in performing 
a minor operation on his wife, 
which would supply evidence, on a 
physical examination, tending to 
show she had undergone childbirth 
recently. 

Once more she told of the con- 
ference in the Muench home late 
one night last autumn just before 


Jones was to testify in the Anna 
Ware habeas corpus proceeding in 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals. The 
testimony Jones was to give was 
“gone over,” she said, adding that 
Mrs. Muench was angry, apparent- 
ly fearing Jones would tell the 
truth. (Janes subsequently was in- 
dicted for perjury in the testimony 
he gave). 

Says She Was Asked to Be “Nurse.” 


She said Jones and Dr. and Mrs. 
Muench asked her whether she 
would agree to permit Jones to 
name her as the “nurse” and that 
as a result of the request she left 
St. Louis, going beyond reach of 
process-servers. 

“The reason I was to take the re- 
sponsibility,” she testified, “was be- 
cause I was free to leave and Mrs. 
Berroyer had an invalid mother in 
St. Louis. Mr. Keating (State Rep- 
resentative Edgar J. Keating of 
Kansas City, counsel for the 
Muenches in the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals hearing) said to be sure to 
get out of town before Jones took 
the stand.” 

One piece of new testimony by 
Mrs. Thomasson, not fully ex- 
plained, brought the name of Shad 
Bennett, St. Louis lawyer, into the 
case. Telling again of her trip to 
Chicago last December to get still 
a third baby, which she said the 
Muenches wanted to bring forth 
even then as the “real” Ware baby, 
she testified Bennett had supplied 
$500 to get a baby in Chicago. 

Asked whether she had received 
this money, she said she had not, 
but Jones had. She did not explain 
whose money it was. 


Mrs. Thomasson told then of a 
conversation she said had with Mrs. 
Berroyer in the presence of Mrs. 
Muench last autumn in the Ber- 
royer home, 

“I was expected to take Mrs. Ber- 
royer’s place,” Mrs. Thomasson 
testified, “and I was to go over in 
detail what she did when she took 
the Price baby and the Ware baby. 
She said she had worn a white 
coat and glasses and offered to 
give them to me.” (At this point 
court was recessed.) In excusing 
the jury until tomorrow morning, 
Judge Higbee repeated his admoni- 
tion that none of the members 
should permit anyone to discuss the 
trial with him. 

Judge Rebukes Jones. 

Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
Mathews started outlining the 
States cdse to the jury after De- 
fendant Jones had moved un- 
successfully for the discharge of 
the jury on the ground he had not 
been present Wednesday when it 
was selected and had had no oppor- 
tunity to examine the veniremen. 

In overruling Jones’ motion, Cir- 
cuit Judge Higbee rebuked him for 
failure to appear Wednesday, re- 
marking “it’s the other way around 
—it’s the court who should com- 
plain.” 

Jones then filed a demurrer, 


which Judge Higbee promptly 


overruled. 

Mathews took about 45 minutes to 
outline the story of the alleged 
baby conspiracy, substantially as 
it was told by State's witnesses at 
the first trial. He added a few de- 
tails which he said the State is now 
prepared to prove. He told of Mrs. 
Muench’'s need for money in the 
summer of 1935, of her association 
with Dr. Pitzman, and of the 
alleged scheme for her to pre- 
tend she was to become a mother 
and to accuse Dr. Pitzman of the 
fatherhood of her child. Through 
this device, Mathews asserted, she 
expected to obtain about $200,000 
from the wealthy physician.

Muench could pretend was her own, 
that they first procured the baby 
of Estelle Obert, an unmarried 
mother, which, known as “The 
Price baby,” died at the Jewish 
Hospital after it had been kept for 
a night and a day in the Muench 
home, and that later they procured 
Anna Ware's baby to carry out 
their scheme. 


Lacy’s Statement.

James McAteer, whose defeat of 
Mayor Dickmann’s candidate for 
Democratic Committeeman from 
the Twelfth Ward was one of the 
few flies in the ointment of the 
Mayor’s smashing victory in the 
primary election, last night found 
that the other side could slap back. 

Excise Commissioner Thomas L. 
Anderson, one of Mayor Dick- 
mann’s lientenants, cited McAteer 
to show cause why his license to 
operate a 3.2 beer tavern at 7204 
South Broadway should not be re- 
} voked. 

McAteer’s victory particularly 
irked the Mayor’s forces. Close to 
Justice of the Peace Jimmy Miller, 
Fourth Ward “boss,” McAteer had 
the temerity to win over the May- 
or’s candidate, Committeeman 
Michael J. McGee, in the home 


ward of the Mayor’s secretary, Ray- 
mond Tucker. The Mayor had been 
particularly confident of winning in 
that ward, and Tucker spent some 
time the day after election, explain- 
ing how it happened. 

Anderson Indignant. 

So yesterday, Excise Commission- 
er Anderson called reporters and 
announced he had learned that Mc- 
Ateer was a deputy inspector under 
State Liquor Supervisor E. J. Beck- 
er and also was on the other side 
of the fence running a 3.2 tavern. 
Boiling with honest indignation, the 
Excise Commissioner thundered, 
“It’s an outrage. The idea of that 
man daring to be an inspector of 
the very kind of place he runs.” 

The citation, issued for Aug. 18, 
charged that McAteer violated the 
section of the State liquor law 
which provides hat neither the Su- 
pervisor of Liquor Control nor any 
of his employes shall have an in- 
terest in any premises or business 
where intoxicating liquor is made 
or sold. 

Anderson Has Answer. 

Reporters pointed out that 3.2 
beer is supposed to be. non-intoxi- 
cating and was legalized while the 
eighteenth amendment was still in 
force. But Anderson had an an- 
swer for that. “When you sell two 
bottles of 3.2 beer,” he said, “you 
have sold more alcohol than in one 
bottle of 5 per cent beer, which is 
intoxicating liquor.” 

The citation also charged the tav- 
ern had advertising signs in the 
windows obstructing view of the 
interior, in violation of the law, 
that McAteer was “interested in” a 
handbook next door to the tavern 
in violation of the law prohibiting 
gambling devices in connection with 
teverns or saloons, and that he had 

a $25 license to sell intoxicating 
pentte which is prohibited for 3.2 
beer taverns by a ruling of the 
Excise Commissioner. 

Excise Commissioner Anderson 
asserted McAteer also was violating 
the city ordinance, which specifies 
that no employe of the Excise 
Commissioner shall have an inter- 
est in any liquor business. Re- 
porters pointed out that the law 
didn’t apply to McAteer, a State 
employe. Anderson rubbed his chin, 
and shook his head _ reluctantly. 
“No, it doesn't,” he admitted. “But 
he’s violating the spirit of it.” 

McAteer could not be_ reached.

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U. $. DEPENDENCE ON FOREIGN 
SOURCES FOR TIN EMPHASIZED 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7. — This 
| country’s dependence on foreign 
sources for tin was emphasized yes- 
terday in a Bureau of Mines report 
showing there was less than a four 
months’ supply of the metal in the 
United States at the end of 1935. 

“The sharp reduction in stocks 
during 1935 reflected the shortage 
of tin supplies that prevailed during 
most of the year,” the report said. 

“Depleted stocks in consumers’ 
hands, totgether with the unusually 
low visible supply, emphasized the 
strategic position of the United 
States in tin. 

“Unmelted metal on hand on Dec. 
31 at tin plate and terneplate plants 
was scarcely sufficient for two 
months’ operation. Working stocks 
of molten metal barely would have 
provided for another month’s opera- 
tion and the entire visible supply of 
tin in the United States at the end 
of the year would have provided 
only an additional month’s opera- 
tion. 

“Thus, if our tin supply had been 
cut off suddenly at the end of the 
year, this Important industry would 
have had less than a four months’ 
supply of tin in sight.” 

The bureau’s summary of tin con- 
sumption by the 18 concerns that 
produced tin plate and terneplate 
last year showed that of the 30,461 
tons of tin processed during the 
year, only 8405 tons were on hand 
at the beginning of the year.

4104 to Be Appointed by 
Board, Judges and Clerks 
To Serve Also in Novem- 
ber Election. 


C. L. MOORE FAVORS 
PRESENT SYSTEM 


This Is to Rely on Party 
Committeemen for Selec- 
tions—J. W. Hannauer 


Undecided on Policy. 


The commissions of the judges 
and clerks of election, who served 
in the primary election last Tues- 
day, expired with that election and 
new officials will be appointed to 
supervise the general registration 


of Sept. 21-24 inclusive, and _ the 
general election Nov. 3. Many of 
the judges and clerks who served 
Tuesday also supervised the supple- 
mentary registration of June 18, in 
which glaring frauds were exposed 
by the Post-Dispatch. 

It will be necessary for the Board 
of Election Commissioners to ap- 
point 4014 judges and clerks for the 
September registration and Novem- 
ber election—four judges and two 
clerks, evenly divided between the 
two major parties, for each of the 
669 voting precincts of the city. 

The staff which served Tuesday 
included about 700 temporary ap- 
pointees serving in place of the 84 
judges and clerks dismissed or sus- 
pended by the board, following a 
recanvass of the June registrations, 
and to fill other vacancies. Their 
commissions also expired Tuesday. 
Most of those who served Tuesday, 
however, were appointed four years 
ago on recommendation of the va- 
rious ward committeemen and com- 
mitteewomen in both Democratic 
and Republican parties. Many of 
the temporary appointees were also 
recommended by committee mem- 
bers. 

The election clerks made the first 
canvass of the June 18 registration 
on June 19 and 2® The errors made 
in this canvass, particularly in the 
downtown river wards, led to ex- 
posure of the registration frauds. 

Favors the System. 

Following the Election Board’s 
recanvass of the registration last 
week, in which 46,252 persons were 
reported “not found” by = special 
deputies, members of the Election 
Board were asked by the Post-Dis- 
patch whether they would appoint 
a new staff of judges and clerks to 
the primary _ election. 
Chairman James A. Waechter said 
that lack of time prevented ap- 
pointment of an entirely new staff 
for the primary, with the exception 
of filling vacancies and replacing 
those dismissed “and suspended in 
the downtown wards. 

None of the four members of the 
board was prepared to say today 
how the new judges and clerks 
would be chosen. Waechter said 
the board would meet soon to dis- 
cuss the procedure. It had not been 
decided, he said, whether to con- 
tinue the policy followed by the 
present board of accepting the rec- 
ommendations of party committee- 
men and committeewomen in ap- 
pointing judges and Clerks. 

Course of Action Uncertain. 

Charles L. Moore, Republican 
member and secretary of the board, 
was asked by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today how the new judges 
and clerks would be chosen. He 
said he had not decided definitely 
what course of action he would 
recommend, although he had al- 
ways favored the system of accept- 
ing recommendations of party com- 
mittee members pursued by the 
present board. 

“Members of the party commit- 
tees ought to know people in their 
wards and precincts competent to 
serve as judges and clerks,” said 
Moore. “The people they recom- 
mend should have sufficient knowl- 
edge of their wards and precincts 
to serve in an acceptable fashion. 
However, I don’t know what the 
board will do as far as appointing 
a new staff for the September reg- 
istration and November election is 
concerned.” 

Stephen M. Wagner, Republican, 
and Joseph W. Hannauer, Demo- 
crat, also did not know what would 
be done about the recommendations 
of committee members. 

Joseph W. Hannauer, a Demo- 
cratic member of the board, said 
he had not decided on the best 
method of appointing election offi- 
cials and did not know whether 
the board would continue to ap- 
point judges and clerks on the rec- 
ommendations of committeemen. 

“Whatever the board decides to 
do,” said Hannauer, “it is also up to 
the two major parties to See that 
competent watchers and challengers 
are at the polis to see that no one 
votes who is: not entitled to, and 
that everyone who is entitled to vote 
does vote. That’s what they’re put 
there for.”

HAMILTON CHARGES 


Says Democrats Lifted Anti- 
Trust Laws in Violation 
of 1932 Pledge. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOISE, Idaho, Aug. 7.—John D. 
M. Hamilton, chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee, 
charged last night that the Roose- 
velt administration “not only failed 
to prosecute monopolists but actu- 
ally suspended the anti-trust laws.” 
He spoke at a gathering of Idaho 


Republicans. 

In Gov. Alf M. Landon, Hamilton 
said, the people would find a Pres- 
ident who “knows from first hand 
experience” as an independent oil 
producer the problem of the small 
business man threatened by monop- 
oly, and a leader who would “em- 
ploy the full powers of Government 
to the end that. monopoly shall be 
eliminated and that free enterprise 
shall be fully restored and main- 
tained.” 

“The electorate knows,” Hamil- 
ton said, “that despite the specific 
pledge in the Democratic platform 
of 1932, the Roosevelt administra- 
tion in three and a half years has 
not only failed to enforce the anti- 
trust laws and prosecute, monopo- 
liste; it has actually suspended the 
anti-trust laws themselves. Gen. 
Hugh Johnson, Mr. Roosevelt's first 
NRA Administrator, said: 


trade, and, if codes are not permit- 
ted so to restrain trade, the NRA 
ought to be repealed tomorrow.’ 

“Under such a system it is not 
a wonder that monopoly thrived.” 

Hamilton gave warning against 
what he called a “a monopoly of 
intrenched power.” 

“The people face next November 
the issue of whether tie separate 
states are ready to yield up to the 
central Government in Washington, 
the powers and prerogatives which 
they reserve to themselves under 
the Constitution,” he said. 


“The Democratic platform plank 
on State’s rights and the Constitu- 
tion . . . by its scathing reference 
to State Legislatures and State ad- 
ministrations and courts implies 
very definitely the scorn which 
those in Washington feel for our 
system of states.” 

Hamilton said Senator Norris of 
Nebraska “has recognized publicly 
the truth regarding Mr. Roosevelt 
and his ticket.” 

“After a conference at the White 
House in the early part of the Phil- 
adelphia convention, he was asked 
if he had discussed the platform 
with the President. The Senator 
aptly replied: ‘Mr. Roosevelt is the 
platform.’”

SAYS FEDERAL REPORT 


Peak of 15,100,000 Reached 
in 1933, According to Com- 
merce Department. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 7-—Com- 


merce Department officials, who 
have been studying unemployment 
figures since 1933, estimated today 
that about 9,550,000 persons were 
out of work. 

Ernest G. Draper, Acting Com- 
merce Secretary, said the depart- 
ment’s figures represented a “com- 
posite estimate” of unemployment 
and were based in part on statis 


tics of other Government agencies. 

The new figures fix unemploy- 
ment in March, 1933, at -15,100,000. 
Draper said the peak was reached 
in that month. 

By last April, the estimate had 
dropped to 9,900,000 and since then, 
Draper said, “it is reasonable to as- 
sume” that there has been a fur- 
ther reduction of 300,000 to 400,000. 

In the absence of official Govern- 
ment figures, labor and business or- 
ganizations have given widely vary- 
ing estimates of unemployment. 


_ President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor es- 
timated recently that more than 
11,000,000 peragns were out of work, 
while an estimate in April by the 
National Industrial Conference 
Board, a_ atatistical organization 
backed by corporations, placed the 
figure at 9,800,000. Green said his 
estimate took into consideration 
that 4,346,000 persons had been add- 
ed to the potential working popu- 
lation since 1929. 


The Conference Board listed un- 
employment at less than 2,000,000 
in 1929, with a steady increase to 
about 10,500,000 in 1933 followed by 
a gradual scaling down to 9,800,000 
this year.

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EXPLOSION AND FE 
WRECK CLOSED BAR 


State Marshal and Police In- 
vestigating Blast at Ace of 
Clubs Tavern, Madison. 


An explosion followed by fire de- 
stroyed a two-story building oc- 
cupied by the Ace of Clubs Tav- 
ern, a saloon, at 1420 Fourth street, 
Madison, shortly after 2 o'clock this 
morning. Damage was estimated 
by the landiord and saloonkeeper 
at more than $14,000. 

The saloon had been closed since 
July 22 by order of the Illinois 
Btate Liquor Commission. 

Force of the explosion blew out 
the front wall of the 35x75-foot 
structure, made of concrete blocks, 
scattering the blocks and window 
giass on a lot on the opposite side 
of the 40-foot street. The entire 
place burst into flames immediate- 
ly afterwards. 

Residents of the neighborhood, 
which adjoins the business center 
of the East Side industrial town, 
were awakened by the detonation, 
and a large crowd was attracted 
within a few minutes. Firemen 
from adjoining Granite City assist- 
ed Madison firemen in fighting the 
blaze, which was under control by 
6 a. m. 

Investigation Begun. 

Two pairs of heavy window 
draperies were found in the street, 
unburned, having been blown out 
by the explosion. The west side 
was collapsed during the fire. 

Authorities learned of mo one 
seen near the establishment before 
the explosion. Madison police and 
fire officials expressed the opinion 
that the explosion was of deliber- 
ate origin, but said they had no 
idea of the type of explosive. The 
State Fire Marshal and the police 
undertook an investigation. 

John Krill, Granite City produce 
merchant, owner of the building, 
told a reporter he had valued the 
structure at $10,000. Fire Chief 
Fred Bonville said the building 
was insured for $3000. Jack Pier- 
son, operator of the saloon, had told 
a reporter recently that his fix- 
tures, on which he carried insur- 
ance, were worth $4000 and that 
he had a large stock of liquor. 
It was reported that the fixtures 
and liquor remained in the place 
last night. 

Pierson obtained State and city 
licenses for the saloon last March, 
offering a local liquor wholesaler 
as surety under his city permit. He 
changed wholesalers and the sure- 
ty withdrew, whereupon police or- 
dered him in May to close. After 
a controversy, during which he ob- 
tained an injunction against police 
interference, he furnished new 
surety from George Darling 5Sr., 
Venice Township Tax Collector and 
Granite City agent for a St. Louis 
brewery. 

Testimony at Hearing. 

June 30, Pierson’s tender of a fee 
for renewal of his city license was 
refused and police arrested him 
three times early in July under 
warrants charging operation with- 
out a city license. The charges 
later were dropped under the in- 
junction. He appealed to the 
State Liquor Commission, which 
conducted a hearing July 22 at 
Springfield, at which Madison offl- 
cials testified the saloon was fre- 
quented by immoral women, that a

WASHINGTON, Aug. _ 7.--The 
Republican National Committee 
said last night that “a moving pic- 
ture propaganda bureau” had been 
established in the Works Progress 
Administration and a _ contract 
made with Pathe News to produce 
films until next July at a cost 
of $4280 for each 600 feet. 

Under the contract, the state- 


ment said, the film organization | 


agreed to release “one news reel 
atory on the subject of WPA ac- 
tivities each month” through a na- 
tional news reel. 

The statement by the National 
Committee quoted from a report at- 
tributed to Sydney MacKean, who 
was identified as a former director 
of the motion picture record divi- 
sion of the WPA. He was author- 
ized a year ago, it was said, to 
keep the public informed by films 
“of the status and development of 
projects upon which funds of the 
Works Progress Administration are 
being expended.” 

One Editor Refuses. 

“But,” the MacKean report con- 
tinued, “the news reel editors were 
reluctant to enter into any ar- 
rangement that might make the’n 
appear as agreeing to the use of 
New Deal propaganda. On the 
other hand, I assume they did not 
care to be put in the position of of- 
fending the administration, or 
seeming to offend. They consent- 
ed finally, with the single excep- 
tion of Paramount Sound News, 
the editor of which declined flatly 
to enter into the arrangement in 
any form.” 

“According to the MacKean re- 
port,” said the committee  state- 
ment, “three short films were 
made; one on Washington, a WPA 
circus, and a dam _ construction 
project. The report declares: 

“*There was some talk of send- 
ing my three reels to the White 
House for the President to look at. 
They were shown to Mr. Hopkins 
firet, however. He expressed sur- 
prise at their professional quality, 
but thought the Washington film 
sit:culd contain considerably more 
WFA material. He thought the 
propaganda ‘too subtle’.” 

The National Committee issued 
a statement today saying “the New 
Dealers are going right ahead with 
their shake-down . political prac- 
tives.” and “the State of Indiana is 
heing made a testing ground for 
the nefarious propaganda machine.” 

“New Deal pressure is being put 
on Indiana business men having 
contractural relations with the 
PWA to pay sums ranging all the 
wav from $50 to $250 to defray the 


cost of propaganda to be Bistribut- | 


ed in that State in the guise of 
PWA advertisements,” the  state- 
ment said. 

The committee quoted a letter 
which, it said, was received by an 
Indiana contractor. The letter so- 
licited a contribution to “sell the 
public of Indiana on the PWA 
pian.’ 

“It was in Indiana,” the commit- 
toe statement said, “that the ‘smear 
Landon’ movement got under way 
two weeks ago, when its New Deal 
Governor, Paul V. McNutt, deliv- 
ered a vicious nation-wide radio 
attack against the Republican pres- 
idential candidate.” 


In another statement, Repre- 


sentative Bolton of Ohio, as chair- | 


man of the Republican Congres- 
sional. Committee, said “the new 
campaign handbook of the New 
Deal Congressional Committee, 
atyled the Democratic Register, 
should prove a handy device for 
circumventing the corrupt practices 
act.”

BERLIN, Aug. 7.—Setting a rec- 
ord smashing pace for Olympic 
decathlon competition, Bob Clark 
of San Francisco, former National 
A. A. U. titleholder, won two of the 
five events on today’s all-around 
program, amassing 4194 points. 

Clark captured the 100-meter 
sprint in 10.9 seconds and the broad 
jump with a leap of 25 feet and 
then turned in a fine 50-second per- 
formance in the 400-meter sprint. 

Glenn Morris, Fort Collins (Colo.) 
world record holder, was clocked 
in the sensational time of 49.4 sec- 
onds, bettering all previous decath- 
lon records, brought up the first 
day with a total of 4192 points, 
right on Clark’s heels. 

Jack Parker, another United 
States entrant, was third, with 3888 
points, followed by Brasser, Hol- 
land, 3873; Jarvinen, Finland, 3787; 
Guehl, Switzerland, 3860; Tolamo, 
Finland, 3691, and Plawczyk, Po- 
land, 3652. 

The Coloradan started slowly but 
passed the third American, Jack 
Parker of Sacramento, Calif., after 
two events and almost caught Clark.

set by Bill Carr at Los Angeles four 
years ago. 

Arthur Godfrey Brown of Great 
Britain finished second, as Jimmy 
Luvalle, Los Angeles Negro, placed 
third in the six-man final. 

The Briton, who was regarded as 
the Americans’ most dangerous ri- 
vals, lived up to expectations. He 
took the lead around the first turn 
and built up a four-meter margin 
through the first half. 

Wins by Two Meters. 

Williams stretched his legs as if 
they were elastic, cldsed in quickly 
on the fleet Brown. Taking com- 
mand at the last turn, Williams 
showed in front by two meters en- 
tering the last stretch and barely 
stood off successive challenges by 
Luvalle and Brown. 

Williams’ victory, gained by two- 
tenths of a second, gave the United 
States her third sprint crown and 
represented the sixth Olympic gold 
medal captured by American Ne- 
groes. 

Previously Jesse Owens won the 
100 and 200 meter sprints and the 
broad jump for the first “Olympic 
triple” in 12 years; John Woodruff 
of Connelisville, Pa., triumphed in 
the 800-meter run, and Cornelius 
Johnson of Los Angeles captured 
the high jump. 

Williams went all out, finishing 
a full meter ahead of Brown, whose 
sparkling final drive nipped Luvalle 
by a foot. 


The race was strictly between the 
Anglo-Americans, as Canada's John- 
ny Loaring and Bill Fritz brought 
up the rear, both outclassed: 


Bill Roberts, the other Briton in 
the final, looked beaten entering 
the last straigtft-away, but nearly 
caught Luvalle while Brown was 
gaining on Williams in the last few 
strides. 

The all-conquering 
Owens, Woodruff and Williams 
gave the United States her first. 
sweep of the flat races, 100 through 
800 meters, for the first time in 24 
years. 

Reeling off the distance in rec- 
ord-breakinz time of 14:22.2, Gun- 
nar Hoeckert of Finland captured 
the 5000-meter championship. 

Hoeckert, giving Fintand her sec- 
ond distance running gold medal 
since Iimari Salminen's triumph in 
the 10,000-meter pull last Sunday, 
lowered the Olympic standard of 
14:30, made by his compatriot, Lau- 
ri Lehtinen, in 1932, by 7 and 8-10th 
seconds. 

Lehtinen, the defending cham- 
pion, and John Henry Jonsson of 
Sweden, who finished second and 
third, also were clocked under the 
former Olympic record, while Kohei 
Marakoso of Japan, taking fourth 
place, equaled it.

PLANS TO USE 
OWENS IN THE 
SPRINT RELAY 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Aug. 7.—America’s 
1600-meter Olympic relay team was 
drawn today in the first heat of the 


event which will begin tomorrow. 

The Americans’ rivals in_ the 
opening heat will be Finland, Ja- 
pan, Austria and Hungary. In the 
second heat will be Argentina, 
France, Greece, Great Britain and 
Sweden. Canada, Germany, Italy, 
South Africa and Czecho-Slovakia 
will make up the third heat. Only 
the winners will qualify for the 
final the same day. 

Heats also were drawn in the 400- 
meter sprint relay with the United 
States drawn in the first heat 
against South Africa, Italy, Finland 
and Austria. Heats in the 400-me- 
ter relay will be run tomorrow, 
with the finals Sunday. 

Drawn in the second 400-meter 
relay heat were Holland, Great 
Britain, Hungary, Argentina, France 
and China. In the third were Ger- 
many, Canada, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, Greece and Czecho-Slovakia. 

The three favorites, the United 
States, Germany and Holland, were 
seeded. 

Lawson Robertson, head coach of 
the United States track team, an- 
nounced today he is reconsidering 
the lineups for the 400 and 1600 
meter relay events due to the de- 
velopment of foreign threats. 

Robertson forecast that he prob- 
ably will run Jesse Owens, Ohio 
State Negro “triple Olympic cham- 
pion,” at anchor in the 400 relay 
and probably Jimmy Luvalle, Los 
Angeles Negro, in the 1600, depend- 
ing on the outcome of his per- 
formances in the 400-meter semi- 
finals. 

“We will decide definitely on the 
relays tonight,” said Robertson, 
“but we now are inclined to run 
Owens because latest reports in- 
dicate the Germans as well as the 
Dutch will give us the keenest com- 
petition in the sprint relay. The 
German quartet was clocked in 
40.7 seconds in a time trial and is 
likely to be the toughest.” 

The American combination of 
Robert Kiesel, Emmett Toppino, 
Hector Dyer and Frank Wykoff, 
set the Olympic and world sprint 
relay record of 40 seconds flat at 
Los Angeles four years ago. 

Robertson indicated that Sam 
Stoller of Cincinnati and Wykoff, 
three-time Olympian, are certain to 
cafry batons, but a decision must 
be made whether Marty Glickman 
of New York or Foy Draper of 
Whittier, Cal., yields to Owens. 

Jesse has been anxious all along 
to continue in the competition and 
specially asked Robertson to be al- 
lowed to run in the relay, but Rob- 
ertson on Wednesday night defi- 
nitely ruled against Owens. 

Eddie O’Brien of Atlantic City, 
N. J., ran a time trial in 47.6 and 
clinched a place on the 1600 relay 
team. Al Fitch of South Pasadena, 
Cal., also is a certain starter, but 
either “farold Cagle of Shawnee, 
Ok., or Bob Young of Bakersfield, 
Cal., may yield to Luvalle.

HESE handbooks operate 
oo as such and not under 
cover of a “smoke shop” or other 
business.

Bettors have their choice of 
several tracks from which to se- 
lect their hoped-for winners and 
are paid on the spot if succersful. 
The books are not permitted to 
lay their own odds, but must pay 


track prices. 


A Hint to America. 


N America the handbooks 

bootleg their business. Laws 
prohibit their operation. That's 
because in many instances the 
state, being a partner of the horse 
racing promotion, shares in the 
profits of the betting and insists 
that all wagering be done at the 
tracks. , 

Germany, which also gets a cut 
of the parimutuel, has a different 
and sounder view of this situa- 
tion. We* askea an American 
resident in Germany about the 
local viewpoint. 

“It’s logical," was the reply. 
“Germany believes that the pub- 
lic wants to bet and will do it 
surreptitiously if not permitted 
to do it openly. American expe- 
rience proves that this viewpoint 
is correct. Germany therefore be- 
lieves that it is better to license 
the books and make the betting 
open instead of secret. 

“Besides, where’s the sense of 
legalizing race track betting in 
one place and not in another? 
Either it's wrong or it’s right. 
Whether it takes place at a race 
track or elsewhere makes no dif- 
ference.”

Germany would get a big laugh 
at such a situation as exists in 
Missouri, where we have a law 
prohibiting race track betting 
either at tracks or in handbooks, 
notwithstanding which we have 
both!

Purses Exceed Ours. 


HE idea that the German pop- 
ulace is pinched for cash and 


has to pull in its belt at times and 
forget the dinner hour seems to 
be all wet, according to figures. 
Racing promoters here pay bet- 
ter purses in many cases than in 
the United States. For example: 
At the Muenchen-Riem races, on 
a Sunday, a total of 110,000 marks 
or $44,000 was paid to winning 
horse owners. There was a ma- 
jor stake of $28,000, another of 


$6000, still another of $4000, one 
handicap of $2400 and three purse 
races of $1600. 

You'd be hard pressed to equal 
that program at any of our Amer- 
ican race tracks. At other Ger- 
man tracks the same day there 
were large stakes, some of 25,000 
marks or more, and the average 
purse was about 3000 marks or 
$1200. 

The patronage exceeds that of 
American tracks and the play is 
heavier in volume of bets made 
but perhaps lower in average 
wager than on American tracks. 
In Germany they bet marks where 
we wager dollars. 

But the same simple-minded 
eagerness to dump their savings 
in the laps of racing promoters 
exists among the Germans as 
among Americans. 

No place on earth, apparently, 
where they know horses has the 
idea registered that the only per- 
sons who beat the racing game 
are those who operate it.

While the military Government 
of Premier John Metaxas tightened 
ita grip on the country, continuing 
censorships, was regarded as “ex- 
tremely suspicious” in Belgrade and 
Bucharest. 

Some reports said ajl Communist 
Deputies in the dissolved Parlia- 
ment had been arrested except one. 

Belgrade heard from a variety of 
sources that members of the Greek 
political opposition have linked the 
adminis': "tion measures with the 
administration of Dr. H. Jalmar 
Schacht, German Minister of Eco- 
nomics and president of the Reichs- 
bank. They declared Premier Me- 
taxas used a Communist threat 
to establish a military-Fascist dic- 
tatorship at the suggestion of the 
Nazis. 

Other reports said Greek Com- 
munists were being interned in 
camps under strict military super- 
vision. 

Unrest was said to be the great- 
est in the northern part of Greece. 
Reports of street clashes were dis- 
counted on the basis of semi-offi- 
cial information. 


Venizelists Charge King George 
Broke Constitutional Pledge.

ATHENS (Uncensored Dispatch 
by Air Mail to London), Aug. 7.—

promise to preserve constitutional 
government when he _ established 
Premier John Metaxas as military 
dictator.

EASY MONEY POLICY’ 
RETAINED, BOARD SAYS 


Federal Reserve Reports Con- 
tinuation Despite Increase in 
Banks’ Requirements.

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—A con- 
tinuation of the Federal Reserve 


Board's so-called “easy money pol- 
icy” in spite of a forthcoming 50 
per cent increase in member banks’ 
reserve requirements, is announced 
in the Federal Reserve bulletin. 

Stating member banks will still 
have nearly $2,000,000,000 of excess 
reserves, tho Federal Reserve 
Board says that the rise in require- 
ments ordered for Aug, 15 “is not a 
reversal of the easy money policy 
pursued by the system since the be- 
ginning of the depression.” 

Money conditions have continued 
easy since the announcement of the 


increased reserve requirements last 
month, the board adds. 
Oredit Expansion Discussed. 

Excess reserves are the funds of 
member banks kept on deposit with 
the Federal Reserve banks in ad- 
dition to the amounts required by 
law. They have built up rapidly 
in the last six vears. 

The board says a credit expan- 
sion of $16,000,000,000 can be sup- 
ported by the excess reserves which 
will remain even after the new 
regulations go into effect. If re- 
serve requirements had not been 
raised, the bulletin states, excess 
reserves would have served as a 
basis for a $42,000,000,000 expansion 
in deposits. 

The check-rein’ which the new 
rules will place on a possible credit 
inflation will operate not only 
through the elimination of excess 
reserves, the board says, but also 
through cutting down the potential 
expansion on the basis of remain- 
ing reserves. Previously member 
banks have been able to support 
$12 of deposits on $1 of reserves, 
the bulletin continues, while in the 
futures a $1 reserve will support 
only $8 in deposits. 

$5,900,000,000 in Reserves. 

The board reports member bank 
reserves now total $5,900,000,000, of 
which more than half are excessive. 
It estimates that total reserves will 
rise to $6,300,000,000 by the time the 
new requirements go into effect. 
The new regulations will raise the 
required reserves by $1,450,000,000 
to a total of $4,350,000,000. 

Every bank which is a member of 
the Federal Reserve system is re- 
quired by law to keep a fund on de- 
posit with the Reserve banks as a 
minimum backing for its deposits. 
In the past this legal reserve has 
been 45 per cent of demand de- 
posits for banks in Federal Reserve 
cities, 10 per cent for banks in cen- 
tral Reserve cities and 7 per cent 
in banks in other towns. 

Under the new rule, effective Aug. 
15, the ratios of reserves to deposits 
will be raised to 19% per cent, 15 
per cent and 10% per cent, respec- 
tively, for banks in the different 
classes of cities.

The conclusions of the committee 
majority were challenged in.a nii- 
nority report, contending that the 
majority statement “concerns itself 
with a short range attack on sur- 
face trivialities.” 

The split report was drafted by 
a committee named to study Fed- 
eral legislation and policies as af- 
fecting the rights and liberties of 
American citizens. An advance copy 
became available here today. It 
will be presented at the fifty-ninth 
annual meeting of the American 
Bar Association at Boston later 
this month. 

The committee majority said at 
one point: “Laws specifically pro- 
posed as emergency measures with 
limited life have been declared by 
important members of the adminis- 
tration to be the beginning of per- 
manent changes in national policy. 
There has been a continuing con- 
flict between such officials as to 
whether a new social and economic 
order is in the making or the old 
institutions are being perfected so 
that they may be preserved.” 

Invalid Legislation. 

In speaking of the passage of 
legislation which later was held 
unconstitutional the majority re- 
port said: “One who would pre- 
serve our constitutional system 
must deplore the action of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in recommending 
that members of Congress set 
aside any doubts they might have 
about the validity of proposed leg- 
islation. If in this way an increas- 
ing burden is cast upon the (Su- 
preme) Court, our traditional policy 
is bound to collapse.” 

At the same time, the committee 
criticised what it called “the care- 
less assertion” that policies of the 
Roosevelt administration “either 
challenge or infringe” the political 
rights of the citizen. 

In the minority report, three 
lawyers said: “If the purpose of 
the resolution creating the special 
committee was to get the opinion 
of the American Bar Association 
regarding legislative trends de- 


signed to meet changing economic 
conditions, the report is super- 
‘ficial. It does not deal with the 
problem but concerns itself with a 
short range attack on surface 
trivialities.”

Officials Have | Made No Charges | 


But Will Look Up Possible 
Premature Sales.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—Securi- 
ties Commission officials said to- 
day an investigation was under 
way to determine whether under- 
writers have been violating the law 
on registration statements by offer- 
ing securities for sale before 20 
days have expired following regis- 
tration. 

The inquiry covers. 50 selected 
New York firms, officials said. 
They declined to name them. 

It was emphasized that the study 
Is being made more as a survey 
of the extent and nature of the 
practice than as a move to take 
immediate punitive action against 
certain individuals. 

The 50 firms were chosen not be- 
cause they were suspected of violat- 
ing the 20-day waiting period pro- 
visions but because a general pic- 
ture of offering practices was de- 
sired, it was said. 

Commission investigators are 
making the inquiry, officials said, 
and no reports have been filed 
here. 

Registration statements are sup- 
posed to be onvfile with the com- 
mission for 20 days before any 
sales are made. That was designed 
to give the commission an oppor- 
tunity to examine the statements 
thoroughly. to determifie whether 
they conform to requirements. 

If registration statements fai] to 
meet the statutory standards, the 
commission may suspend their ef- 
fectiveness, thus blocking the sale 
of the securities.

NORWAY THREATENS 
TO EXPEL TROTZKY 


Reports He Has Been Indulging 
in Political Activities Being 
Investigated. 
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By the Associated Press. 

OSLO, Norway, Aug. 7. ~ Leon 
Trotzky, exiled Russian Commun- 
ist, faced possible expulsion from 
Norway today. Authoritative 
sources indicated the wandering 
former Communist leader would be 
sent from the country immediately 


if it were established that he had 
broken his promise not to indulge 
in propaganda or any other phase 
of revolutionary work in Norway 

The threat was voiced during an 
investigation by police of a docuw- 
ment allegedly stolen from Trotsky 
by young Norwegian Nazis who 
said they were attempting to prove 
his revolutionary activity. 

At the same time the State's At- 
torney declared the Nazis would be 
punished “for trying political 
methods patterned after certain 
other countries.” 

Trotzky spent the day fishing at 
Christiansand. 

Vidkin Quisling, leader of the 
Norwegian Nazi party, and former 
Minister of Defense, charged 
Trotzky was guilty of revolutionary 
activity in Spain, France and 
Greece. Declaring “no one believes 
Trotzky, with his intelligence and 
experience in revolutionary tactics, 
will cease his former activities,” he 
said: “The Norwegian Minister of 
Justice ought to be prosecuted for 
tolerating Trotzky’s continued stay 
in Norway.” 

Exile Given Asylum. 

Authorities were reported to 
have accused Trotzky of engag- 
ing in political activities which he 
promised to abandon when Norway 
offered him asylum after his depor- 
tation from Soviet Russia.

LABOR AT THE RUBICON, 

The American Federation of Labor has handed 
down what history may account a Dred Scott deci- 
sion. Through its Executive Council, it has voted to 
expel 10 of ita constituent unions that comprise prac- 
tically a third of ite membership. The ultimatum has 
a qualifying clause. If the insurgents retract and 
abandon their plan to organize the mass-production 
industries on an industrial basis and embrace again 
the craft-union, or trades-unit operandum to which 
the federation is committed, the order of expulsion 
will be canceled, all will be forgiven and peace will 
again reign in the parent labor organization. 

There will be no retraction, competent observers 
say. War has been declared. War it will be, for the 
survival of the fittest. 

The leaders of the opposing forces are William 
Green, president of the federation, and John L. Lewis, 
head of the United Mine Workers. The element of 
personal ambition, of official rivalry, if present at all, 
is inconsequential. It is a struggle between two 
schools of philosophy, between the old ‘order of trade 
unionism, as represented by Mr. Green, and the new 
order of which Mr. Lewis is the proponent. 

The trade union is as old, almost, as organized in- 
dustry itself. It is the direct descendant of the guild 
of the Middle Ages, when fellow craftsmen organized 
to advance their economic interests. They were mo- 
tivated, too, by pride of craftsmanship. Into its long 
history is woven the sentiment of tradition. Whether 
the evolution of industry as exemplified in the mass- 
production of today has rendered the craft-union ob- 
solete, or an agency incapable of bargaining, is the 
point at issue between the philosophies of Mr. Green 
and Mr. Lewis. That pride of craftsmanship, as it 
once existed, has all but disappeared cannot be ques- 
tioned. It has disappeared because craftsmanship has 
all but disappeared. 

As an anti-traditionalist, as a realist, governed solely 
by things as they are, Mr. Lewis has impressive facts 
to support his position. The undeniable fact is that 
the American Federation of Labor has not been able, 
by its craft-union method, to organize American la- 
bor. Out of a possible total of, say, 40,000,000, it has 
enrolled @ maximum of some 3,000,000 workers. The 
mass-production industries, such as steel and auto- 
mobile manufacturing, have never been organized. 
Their organization, on a craft-union basis, is impos- 
sible, Mr. Lewis contends, for the reason that the 
machine and production processes have in effect elim- 
inated craftsmanship. If the workers employed in 
those and other large-scale industries are to be or- 
ganized so as effectually to bargain collectively and 
present grievances as to working conditions, they 
must be organized as industries; not as separate 
groups, but as a whole. They must be organized as 
the mine workers have been, and as the other unions 
associated in the Lewis movement. 

The decree of banishment pronounced by the fed- 
eration’s Executive Council is the culmination of a 
long, acrimonious controversy between the Committee 
on Industrial Organization and the federation offi- 
cers. Its pronouncement at this time has been pre- 
cipitated by the C. I. O.’s decision to organize the steel 
workers industrially. That campaign has been 
launched by Mr. Lewis. The steel industry will fight 
it to a finish, with all its resources. The prospect is 
gravely disturbing. The spectacle of the American 
Federation of Labor as, in effect, an ally of the steel 
industry against a labor movement were inconceiv- 
able if it were not a fact. If the issue cannot be de- 
termined by arbitration, if it can only be resolved by 
force, the experience will be costly and the conse- 
quences, in any event, far-reaching. 

That the American Federation of Labor can sur- 
vive in anything like its present stature and influ- 
ence seems impossible. It has, on the evidence and 
in plausible inference, pronounced its own death sen- 
tence. The genius of Samuel Gompers, that piloted 
it safely through so many storms, is gone. His wis- 
dom, his prescience, his consummate statesmanship, 
which industry at last reluctantly recognized, were 
not bequeathed to his successor. How urgently they 
are needed in this critica] hour! 
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HAPPY ENDING. 

Circuit Judge Alford of Hannibal has rung down 
the curtain on the insurance code proposal by enjoin- 
ing the Secretary of State from placing it on the 
ballot.

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TIME FOR A CHANGE. 

The St. Louis Bar Association, seemingly undaunt- 
ed by the poor showing of its recommendations as 
to candidates for the Circuit bench in the primary, is 
out with a ticket of six candidates for the November 
election. Moreover, it is seeking a way to -have this 
ticket placed on the general ballot, apart from the 
regular party columns. 

Three of those recommended for election in No- 
vember, Judges Bader, Landwehr and Hall, were rec- 
ommended for nomination in the primary. With the 
three previously recommended Democrats defeated, 
Samuel H. Liberman, president of the Bar Associa- 
tion, has announced that three nominated candidates, 
ranking seventh, eighth and ninth in the bar poll, 
are now recommended to the voters. They are, in 
order, Judge Hogan, Assistant Circuit Attorney Flynn 
and Judge Beck. Thus, the slate will consist of five 
Republicans and one Democrat. 

We hope to see the bar of St. Louis recognize the 
flouting of its judgment for the warning that it is. 
The time has come for the launching of a movement 
to take the bench out of politics. As it is now, can- 
didates for the bench, in order to stand a chance of 
| nomination or election, must seek the favor of party 
| workers, to whom they, as Judges, then stand indebt- 
'ed. Furthermore, one party or the other usually car- 
| Ties the day,gwinning all the judgeships along with 
'other offices. : 
| What we need, as Forrest M. Hemker, secretary of 
, the Bar Association, says, is the separation of the 
'choice of Judges from party politics. This has been 
accomplished in many places through non-partisan 
judicial elections. It can be accomplished here. At 
the same time, we should consider whether it would 
be an improvement to elect our Judges in a separate 
judicial election, apart from the general election, as 
Nilinois and a number of other states do. We need 
to explore the possibilities of the California plan, 
which, according to its advocates, combines the best 
features of appointive and elective methods of choos- 


ing Judges. The essence of this plan is that the voter | 


approves or disapproves of a Judge’s reappointment 
on his record by a “yes-or-no” ballot, the Governor 
then reappointing the incumbent if he is indorsed by 
the voters or designating another Judge from a list 
previously approved by a group of officials, including 
the Chief Justice of the State Supreme Court. 

The St. Louis Bar Association is entitled to a 
chance to test its plan for a non-partisan judicial 
ticket in the coming election. However, the ineffi- 
cacy of its list in the primary and the urgent need 
for preventipg the selection of Judges primarily 
through organization support should awaken lawyer 
and layman alike to the need for thoroughgoing re- 
form. 


THE GHOSTS FAILED TO APPEAR. 


The ghost vote did not appear at the polls Tuesday, 
as is evident from a Post-Dispatch analysis showing 
that, in 639 precincts out of a total of 669, only 2862 
persons marked “not found” in the re-canvass showed 
up. This represented only 6 per cent of the total of 
44,390 “not found” in those precincts. -Of the 2852 
who claimed the right to vote, 319 were rejected, wpile 
the remainder presented proof of identity and the 
right to be listed as registered voters. 

In the undramatic aftermath of the primaries, it 
should not be forgotten that only the exposures of 
the wholesale fraud and the intense public interest 
aroused prevented the ghost voters from rolling in to 
the polls. It should not be forgotten that the scurvy 
cheaters who pad the registration lists were all cocked 
and primed for a field day. They were prepared to 
make of St. Louis what Kansas City has become under 
the rule of Pendergast. In Jackson County, containing 
Kansas City, as we showed yestgrday, an average of 
more than one out of every two living persons—in- 
cluding minors not entitled to a vote—are listed as 
eligible to cast ballots! 

The attitude of the St. Louis Board of Election 
Commissioners toward the wholesale fraud was such 
as to forfeit public confidence in them. They refused 
to take action following the original exposures until 
compelled to do so by the irresistible force of facts. 
When their own re-canvass confirmed the evidence 
gathered by the Post-Dispatch, they refused to purge 
the lists forthwith, on technical legal grounds, though 
four former chairmen of the board insisted the board 
had inherent power to do so. In selecting deputy 
commissioners, they permitted recommendations from 
committeemen and committeewomen, and candidates 
for these posts, instead of restricting the choice to 
persons of their own nomination. 

The four-year registration period has ended and a 
new general registration, to form the basis of the lists 
for the next four years, is to be held next month. It 
is unthinkable that the present board should be per- 
mitted to conduct this registration. It has not had 
the grace to resign from office. It, therefore, should 
be removed by the Governor, and replaced by persons 
who have the respect and the confidence of the com- 
munity. 

Only by that action can the atmosphere of suspi- 
cion in St. Louis toward election practices he dis- 
pelled. This city wants a clean registration next 
month. It wants a clean election next November.

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HISTORIAN BOWERS IN SPAIN. 


Twenty-three years ago Woodrow Wilson appointed 
Brand Whitlock to be American Minister to Belgium. 
Toledo’s man of letters, took the post in the full ex- 
pectation that Brussels would be a comparatively 
quiet place; that his duties would leave ample time 
for. the writing that he could not find time to do 
at home. Within a few months hell had broken loose 
in Europe, the Germans were occupying most of Bel- 
gium and Brand Whitlock was one of the busiest men 
in the world. 

Claude G. Bowers.has run into something of the 
same kind. Like Washington Irving, who went to 
Spain as Ambassador a century ago to collect ma- 
terials for “Alhambra,” Bowers counted on an oppor- 
tunity to indulge in literary pursuits. The store of 
Ameriean historical writing, it was expected, would 
be measurably increased when Mr. Bowers quit Ma- 
drid. But if events in Spain during recent weeks 
have broken into any writing program which our 
Ambassador might have laid out, they have provided 
him with absorbing material of another sort at first 
hand. The effort to prevent Fascism in Spain is 
worthy of Mr. Bowers’ talents. 

Excellent historian that he is, the author of “The 
Tragic Era” doubtless will give us, in time, a vivid 
report on the history that is being made under his 
eyes.

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A MYSTERIOUS CRASH. 

No key to the mystery of the crash of the “City 
of Memphis” is disclosed by the preliminary investi- 
gation. Shortly after leaving Lambert Field, Pilot 
Carl Zeier turned back for some reason which died 
with him. Was it the fog that he encountered? He 
had been informed of weather conditions, expected to 
meet fog. Besides, the fog was not a formidable one 
and the weather was clear at his destination, Chicago. 
Was it instrument failure that caused him to decide 
against a blind or partially blind flight? The condi- 
tion of the wreckage is such as to make it impossi- 
ble to form a judgment. 

Pilot Zeier was a skilled man. Lambert Field was 
formerly his home port, and he was thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the terrain. If he had had engine trou- 
ble, the chances are he would have been able to make 
a sa.e emergency landing. Such a landing, indeed, 
might have been made at the site of the crash, and 
the fog was at such a height as to permit a clear 
view for 50 to 100 feet above the ground. But wit- 
nesses testify his engines were functioning, and this 
is borne out by the external evidence of the wreck- 
age. Apparently, the plane hit the ground while 
traveling at top speed. Failure of it to burn after 
landing is explicable by the possibility that all ig- 
nition parts were severed. 

The City of Memphis was a -new plane and had 
performed well on its flight from New Orleans to St. 
Louis. The possibility of structural failure is small. 
Examination of the wreckage disclosed nothing to in- 
dicate the dropping-off of a wing or any other sim- 
ilar failure of the ship. 

There will, of course, be an official investigation, 
but with all on board dead and apparently no de- 
pendable clews to work from, the chances that the 


causes of this crash will be determined are reniote.

HE Council of Hygiene of the League of 

Nations was organized for the protection 

of public health through international co- 
operation. 

Apart from promoting and co-ordinating 
the work of the sanitary authorities of the 
various countries, the council is an impor- 
tant source of information on the outbreak 
and propagation of epidemics in the world. 
It maintains its own post of observation at 
Singapore, which keeps the harbors and the 
ships on the high seas informed of all such 
events. Moreover, this body conducts an 
active campaign against such social diseases 
as malaria, syphilis, leprosy, sleeping sick- 
ness, etc, 

. ° * 


However, since the depression began its 
triumphal march through the world, the 
council has been compelled to devote more 
and more of its time to an entirely new prob- 
lem of public health: that of under-nourish- 
ment and its effects and reactions upon its 
victims. 

In 1932, the council began to investigate 
in a general way the effects of the economic 
depression upon public health, establishing 
the clinical and physiological criteria of 
under-nourishment and elaborating the cor- 
rect dietary norms. The findings of this 
extensive research work were summarized 
in a report published a year ago, dealing not 
only with the physiological but also with the 
industrial and commercial aspects of the 
problem. 

In this report, substantiated by carefully 


compiled statistical data, the number of un-_ 


der-nourished individuals is given as 15,000,- 
000 in Great Britain (almost one-third of the 
total population) and as 23,000,000 to 30,000,- 
000 in the United States. 

There is nothing much one could add to 
these figures, which are self-explanatory. The 
least that could be sgid is that they are ap- 
palling, especially as they refer to two coun- 
tries which enjoy the reputation of being 
“rich.” They are even more appalling because 
under-nourishment as a social phenomenon 
hits the children first. 

What does under-nourishment mean to the 
child? A retardation of his growth and a 
lack of development. In other words, it 
warps the minds and bodies of the growing 
generation. 

* * . 


The English investigators established that 
51 per cent of children of families belonging 
to the under-nourished group were below 
normal in weight and size, while the corre- 
sponding ratio for the children of a well-to- 
do group did not exceed 9 per cent. More- 
over, the death rate among the children of 
the first group was twice as high as among 
those of the second group. 

In some districts of the United States, the 
body weight of 90 per cent of the children of 
an under-nourished group was 10 per cent 
below the normal standard for their age. It 
is easy to imagine what the figures for the 
poorer countries would be like. 

The view held by hygienists the world over 
is that in all countries millions of people do 
not get enough nourishment. Nor do they 
get the kind of nourishment that would be 
desirable, physiologically speaking. This is, 
of course, mainly the result of poverty, but 


— 


not of poverty alone; ignorance has a great 
deal to do with it. 

It is calculated that if the entire popula- 
tion of the United States should get enough 
food of the physiologically correct kind, the 
sown area of the country would have to be 
considerably enlarged. Therefore, from the 
standpoint of the hygienist, it is absurd to 


‘speak of agricultural over-production. In re- 


ality, the world suffers from under-consump- 
tion. 

Following publication of the report, the 
International Labor Congress commissioned 
the Geneva Labor Bureau to. investigate the 
social aspects of the problem, especially the 
question of foodstuffs consumption and the 
influence of nutrition upon ‘the efficiency of 
the working masses. 

Its political and economic aspects were 
discussed at the last Assembly of the League, 
in the fall of 1935, when the Australian dele- 
gate, Bruce, made a few interesting sugges- 
tions. For example, he recommended a con- 
certed international drive against under-nour- 
ishment, as the most effective means of com- 
bating the agricultural crisis, 


He also expressed the view that it would 
be much wiser if, instead of paying the pro- 
ducers premiums for reducing the cultivated 
area and dumping the gifts of nature into 
the sea, the governments would study means 
of raising the consumption of foodstuffs and 
along with it of the general standard of liv- 
ing and public health. 

In connection with the discussion, a com- 
mission of agricultural experts, economists 
and hygienists was set up and began its activ- 
ities last February, by promoting the organi- 
zation of national bodies for the study of 
local problems. Their findings will be con- 
tained in a report to be presented at the fiext 
Assembly, in the fall of 1936. 

The fact that so much under-nourishment 
exists in this age of plenty which, technical- 
ly speaking, is more than able to cope with 
the problem of production, is an appeal to 
reason and conscience. Therefore, the at- 
tempt of the League of Nations to couple 
hygiene and economics deserves the atten- 
tion and active support of all well-meaning 


people. 


LONGER DAYS OF LIFE.

CHILD born in 1901 had a life expect- 

ancy of only 49.24 years. A child born 
in 1936 has a life expectancy of 61 years and 
three months. These figures are deduced 
from statistical tables of life insurance com- 
panies. 

Thus, the average life span has increased 
about a dozen years since 1901. And this 
came after much had been done as compared 
with still earlier periods. Will the next 35 
years bring a longer average lifetime to the 
people of America? 

We live longer because we live better. We 
have greater knowledge. Our water sup- 
plies and milk supplies are carefully guard- 
ed. We obviate the danger of epidemics that 
killed thousands in earlier years. We safe- 
guard the health of children more carefully. 
We have cut the death rate from tubercu- 
losis almost in half. But we still have much 
to learn.

CAREERS OF LEADERS 
IN SPANISH REVOLT 


Juan March Said to Be Man 
at Cash Box—Sketches 
of Generals.

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—The man 
behind the Spanish revolution is re- 
ported to be Juan March, 60 years 
old, who is credited with being one 
of the world’s richest men. He is 
said to be providing much of the 
money for the Fascist drive to un- 
seat the present Government, With 
its communistic backing. 

March has a finger in most of the 


monopolies of the country, its banks 
and electrical utilities corporations, 
and other enterprises. 

He began his financial career as 
an apprentice stevedore, earning 
about 16 cents a day unloading 
bales of tobacco. A few years later 
he had a tobacco monopoly and 
was wielding vast influence. 

Several times during the mon- 
archy he was called before the civil 
courts to explain his transactions. 
Once under Primo de Rivera's dic- 
tatorship he was acused of piracy 
on the Mediterranean and escaped 
to France disguised as a priest. 
Later he was exonerated. 

Under the republic he was 
charged by officials on several 
counts having to do with improper 
use of money in obtaining conces- 
sions under the monarchy. 

In 1931 he was expelled from the 
Chamber of Deputies for “moral 
incompatibility” and then was ar- 
rested and jailed on a charge of 
bribery in obtaining tobacco conces- 
sions in Morocco. He escaped into 
Gibraltar. 

In 1933 the Spanish Parliament 
approved his election as a Deputy 
and he was allowed to return.

‘That ex- 
plains his attitude in the present 
revolt against a government which 
among other things is campaigning 
against the chureh and confiscat- 
ing church property. 

Franco Professional Soldier. 

The most colorful of the actual 
military leaders is Gen. Franco 
Baamonde, known to the world as 
Franco. This . 43-year-old revolu- 
tionist is a professional soldier with 
a varied career. While he may be 
dictator if the revolt succeeds, he 
never has dabbled much in politics, 
though he was Assistant Secretary 
of War from 1933 to 1935. 

Franco has been in the Spanish 
army since 1911 and has been a 
General for 12 years. He spent 19 
years in Morocco and for four years 
headed the Foreign Legion. He was 
made director of the Spanish Mili- 
tary Academy in 1927, but was oust- 
ed when the republic was instituted. 

Franco finds himself opposing 
his younger brother, Maj. Ramon 
Franco, air attache at Washington. 
The Major led -n unsuccessful re- 
volt five years ago. it will be in- 
teresting to see what happens to 
him if his brother wins and be- 
comes dictator. 

Mola Another Leader. 

Gen. Emilio Mola, the Fascist 
leader whose forces have been mak- 
ing a drive through the mountains 
toward Madrid, is the other out- 
standing figure among the revolu- 
tionists, | 

Mola is a two-fisted fighter who 
was chief of police in Madrid under 
King Alfonso. When the mon- 
archy was overthrown, he encoun- 
tered great hostility among the Re- 
publicans, who charged that he had 
exceeded his powers in dealing with 
Republican outbreaks. 

There is much speculation as to 
who will be who—Franco or Mola— 
lif the revolt succeeds. Thus far 
neither has made any public dec- 
laration which would indicate his 
intentions.

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WAR GAMES SHOW

OF MORE. PLANE 


Army Report Says Avia- 
tion’s Efficiency in At- 
tack and Defense Has 
Added to Islands’ Value. 


ADDITIONAL GUNS 
SOUGHT FOR COAST 


General Drum Asserts Oth- 
er Fortified Sites in 
Archipelago and More 
Roads Are Essential. 


By the Associated Press. 

HONOLULU, Aug. 7.—Ameri- 
ca’s gigantic defense triangle across 
the Pacific is weakened at its 
apex, Hawali, by a serious “short- 
age of airplanes,” Maj. Gen. Hugh 
A. Drum, Hawaiian department 
commander, reported on conclusion 
of war games designed to test the 
islands’ vulnerability to an enemy 
attack. 

The commanding General declined 
to state whether the rigorous two 
weeks’ maneuvers proved the 
islands could be captured by 4 
hostile force. He did say the tac- 
tical exercises showed the need for 
additional aircraft, artillery, per- 
sonnel and communication lines to 
bolster Hawali's defenses. 

Visualizing Hawaii as the apex of 
a defense triangle with a base run- 
ing from Alaska to the Panama 
Canal, the General said: 

“The whole country will recog- 
nize that Hawali must stand to any 
hostile forces looking toward an at- 
tack upon our mainiand as an ac- 
tive barrier possessing far-reaching 
air tentacles.” 

Army officials plan to continue 
their drive for congressional ap- 
proval of a $49,677,399 “rehabili- 
tation” program for Hawaii, intend- 
ed to modernize completely the 
islands’ defenses and to provide suf- 
ficient funds for the first estab- 
lished bases on other islands of the 
archipelago. 

First appropriations~under the 
program, which Gen. Drum person- 
ally presented to the last Con- 
gress, resulted in the shipment to 
Honolulu of new high-speed bomb- 
ing and attack planes, some of 
which were tested during the ma- 
neuvers. 

Despite these additions, which 
raise Hawali’s air force to at least 
50 modern planes, Gen. Drum re- 
ported: “We have less than one- 
third of the number contemplated 
by the Baker and Drum Boards.” 

Additional Needs Listed. 

Besides aircraft, the General 
specifically listed these needs, 
which, he said, were revealed by 
the maneuvers: 

Anti-aircraft guns with longer 
range and more 50-caliber machine 

ns, 

“A few more large caliber sea- 
coast-defense guns.” 

Modern tanks and _ semi-auto- 
matic rifles, “urgently” needed by 
the infantry. 

“Some mountain artillery. 

Additional roads and trails. 

A garrison sufficiently large to 
handle equipment on this island 
(Oahu) and to man contemplated 
posts on outside islands.

There is hardly any fruit. that is 
not valuable, but it may be com- 
forting to know their different 
properties. 

The humble prune has always 
been a favorite breakfast dish. And 
although it may get monotonous, 
and although it may bear the bur- 
den of the eternal boarding house 
joke, scientific research has proved 


that it deserves its—well, if not 


popularity—continued patronage. 

It is always well to have some 
gort of laxative food at breakfast. 
Prunes have been generally praised 
on this account by their admirers. 
Now comes the department of 
pharmacology of the University of 
California to show that they con- 
tain a chemical substance of some 
port which has decided laxative 
qualities. It is soluble in water 
and can be extracted from the 
pulp, the skin, and even the pits. 

Especial Laxative Principle. 


In other words, it is not only the 
fiber or cellulose or roughage of 
the prune which aids but also an 
especial laxative principle which 
would be present in prune juice 
alone, entirely apart from the fi- 
brous body of the fruit. 

The prune is aiso a blood build- 
er. An important discovery of re- 
cent years is that copper, as well 
as iron, is helpful in stimulating 
the formation of blood. Not only 
stimulating the formation, but as 
itis present in blood, also in add- 
ing to blood volume. The idea was 
first suggested by Italian physi- 
cians over 75 years ago, but was 
neglected until chemists at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin again brought 
it to our attention. Fortunately in 
nature, copper and iron are almost 
inseparable. An ordinary nail has 
traces of copper, as have most of 
the medicinal iron preparations. 
Prunes have a good share of copper 
and iron, and experiments have 
been made to show that cases of 
anemia have showed improvement 
on prunes alone more rapidly than 
on foods unselected for their iron 
content. 

Prunes contain vitamins A, B 
and G. They do not contain the 
vitamin C for which oranges, to- 
matoes and grapefruit are valued, 
and for that reason a monotonous 
prune-for-breakfast diet should be 
varied to make way for the vita- 
min C fruits. 

As to other food qualities, prunes 
carry all of the essential salts and 
metals needed by the body. Cal- 
cium, magnesium, potassium, sodi- 
um, sulphur, chlorine, phosphorus, 
manganese and, as has been said, 
iron and copper. 

They have good energy  poten- 
tialities, furnishing in their high 
content of quickly assimilable su- 
gars, plenty of “pep” for the morn- 
ing’s work. 

They reduce to an alkaline ash, 
thus helping to keep the body neu- 
tral. They put you over on the 
alkaline side, rather than the acid 
side. | 

No wonder they have waved 
long.
